We have 
too many teams which cater for First 
Graders. We have too many in which 
are included men worthy of First 
Grade football, The position is 
serious, and merits the consideration 
of all those interested im the control 
of the game. 

If we desiré to get the big public 
support, we must prove ourselves 
worthy of it. We must ‘evolve a plan 
which will have the effect of secur- 
ing all.the best players in the First 
Division of the First Grade, so that 
onlookers at our best matches may 
see the best exponents of the game 
in action.

ENGLISH SOCCER 
TEAM. 


Meeting, N.Z. Association. 
(From New Zealand Times, Wedncs- 
day, 12th July.) 


A. special meeting of the New Zéa- 
land Football Association was held 


last evening, Mr. C. Fordham presid- 
mg, for the purpose 6 receiving a 
report from the nance committce orn 
the proposals regarding the suggosted 
tour of an English team in Australia, 
und New Zealand. 


£1000 OFFER TO AUSTRALIA. 

The committee's report stated : ‘The 
matter was fully considered, and even- 
tually it was decided that the best 
policy to adopt would be to take over 
the team from Sydney and back to 
Sydney, paying all expenses in New 
Zealand, and offer £1000 towards the 
cost of fares from England. 


Mr. B. I. Salmon said the Common- 
wealth F.A. wished New Zealand to 
pool £3000 for the proposed tour, but 
the committee felt they could not re- 
commend the council to agree to that. 
There was also the question of whether 
the tour should be arranged for 1923 
or 1924, A suggestion had also been 
mado that it would be better if the 
New Zealand return visit to Australia 
was made prior to the visit of the 
English team. 


_ WOULD COST £4000, 


My, A. Menzies moved the adoption 
ef the report, and said that 1924 would 
suit New Zealand better if the ar- 
rangements for 1923 were not too far 
gone. They would like to consolidate 
Soccer football in. New Zealand next 
year, and to visit Australia. They 
considered that £1000 towards the 
fares would be a fair thing rather 
than “pool with the Commonwealth 
FA. The N.Z.F.A. would rather run 
tho tour in the Dominion itself. They 
were prepared to shoulder any loss 
that might result in New Zealand, but 
net losses which might eventuate in 
Australia, With the proposed: itin- 
erary, New Zealand would get more 
matches, four Saturdays and four Wed- 
nesdays. Taking the revenue on a 
conservative estimate, they would re- 
quire £3500. Of course a British 
team would be a big attraction, play- 
ing the English national game, and 
3/- should be a minimum charge for 
= tour of this description. On this 
basis they would want: the: following 
guarantees: —- Auckland, £800; Wel- 
Ington, £1000; | Canterbury, £500; 
Otago, £900; Southiand, £350; Mana- 
watu, £200; Taranaki, £300; Wan- 
ganui. £250; a total of. £4300, Against 
that they put the cost of grounds at 
£850, leaving £3450 to meet the cost 
of the tour, "They had estimated at 
3/- for admission, and 5/- on 
the grandstand at Wellington. 
It had been proved that they 
could attract the gates, and it 
would pay the ground holders to lend 
the grounds, for the Test’ match gave 


‘the Rugby Union £30 more than if 


they had played. leading teams there. 
On the estimated receipts and expen- 
diture they would have: a credit bal- 
anee of £600. Australia would miss 


‘ 


a great opportunity if they did not 
accept that offer. They would do 
better by taking £1000, which would 
pay.26 per cent. of the fare of the 
English team to Sydney. 


A GOOD OFFER. 


_, Mr. H, Graves seconded the proposi~ 
tion, and said he thought £1000 would 
be of great assistance to them in con~ 
necticn with the fares. He thought 
the N.Z.F.A. should undertake the re- 
sponsibility for the British. team 
while in the Dominion, and he thought 
the vour would be 4 financial success.

MR, STOREY’S APPEAL. | 
ENGLISH TOUR WANTED BADLY. 


Mr. 8. Storey, assistant maneger of 
the Australian team, and secretary to 
the N.S.W. Football. Association, now 
joincd the meeting, and said he had 
come to New Zealand mainly for the 
purpose of discussing the tour of an 
English team. In Australia they felt 
that Soceer would not make much pro- 
gress until they had had a visit from 
an English team, Once they could say 
conclusively that a British team was 
coming, there would be a growing in- 
terest ‘taken in Soccer, and , people 
would attend the games to get a know- 
ledge of what they were going to 
see, They wanted the tour in ‘1923 
because the Rugby League were not 
having a tour in 1923, but an English 
team was coming out in 1924, and 
they could not afford to tour an Ene- 
lish Soccer team in the same year as 
a Rugby team, as the latter would 
overshadow them. If. they could ar- 
range it for next year thei felt sure 
it would be a success, for the Eng- 
fish Northern Union had cabled that 
they would not send' a team in 1923. 


THE INVITATION GONE. 


The invitetion had been sent by the 
C.F,A, to England to send out a team 
jn 1923, and the matter was being 
considered by the internationa] Board. 
qf the board agreed that they were 
willing- to send a team, provided that 
£1000 was found, then the invitation 
must he cccented. There must be no 
more dilly-dallying. as there had been 
in the past in ‘Avstralia, That invita- 
tien, was with the authorities, and 
they must be ready. The C.F.A. was 
forming itself into & Yimited liability: 
company to protect itself, to enable it 
to make contracts, and to allow it to 
issue debentures and protect debenture 


holders. 
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COST OF THE TRIP. 


An estimate had been prepared on 
general ‘lines by Cook’s, and, taking 
first-class fares throughout, via Suez, 
the figure was £486 each. Taking a 
team of cighteen players and 2 man- 
ager, that wouid amount to £9234, and 
the balance of the £11,000 would be 
for advertising expenses and expenses 
not otherwise provided for. He could 
not say what kind of team would be 
sent out, but Mr. Gibbs, the New Zea- 
land ond Australian representative to 
the English Football Association in 
London, said it was not possible to 
gen@ a professional it would be an 
amateur  teant. It meant that 
if they could put up £11,060 by Sep- 
tember 30th, 1922, they would be able 
to meet any calls which might be 
made upon them, After mentioning 
the amounts of guerantees required 
from the different States in Australia, 
Mr, Storey said that they asked New 
Zealand to guarantee £3000, the same 
sum as New South Walés was put- 
ting up. New. South Wales would 
heve two Saturdays and one holiday 
match, as would Quecnsiand, and New 
Zealand would have four Saturdays, 
ond seven or eight matches could be 
arranged. There were only fifteen 
Saturdays in the itinerary, of which 
four were offered to New Zealand, 
and on the basis of four-fifteenths, 
New Zealand's share of £11,000 would 
he £2930, If the Suez route was taken 
the team would be able to play at 
various centres on their way out. 


MUST GO ON. 


lf New Zealand decided that it could 
not join Australia, they must’ go on 
with it, as they had committed them- 
selves; but. they thought that the New 
Zealand Football Association should 
come in for the sake of the game in 
the two Dominions.. It meant that 
New Zealand: would get’ a team for 
£3000, which would otherwise cost 
them £9000 to obtain, cithough ff they 
ran it themselves they might have a 
longer tour. If the N.Z,.F.A. thought 
they should have one more Saturday, 
he thought C.F.A, would consent. 
hey desired to pool all the gates, 
and share the profit or loss pro rata. 
If the N.Z.F.A. did not care for that. 
they would consider anything it would 
put up. Australi, wanted’ the team. 
and would meet New: Zealand in any 
direction to get it. They considered. 
the ground at Sydney would not be 
large enough to hold the crowd. The 
people of. Australia had thar nearts 
set on the business, and were pin- 
ning their faith on him to make New 
Zealand people see it as they aid.

(By MAC). 
_ Alt the “Laws of the Game” hav- 
ing been dealt,,.with, I now come 
back to that'part of Law. 1, “Dimen- 
sions of the Field of Play, &c.,” 
which was purposely omitieé when 
this Law was previously considered, 
and I trust tho Law will be carried 
out by all Clubs, and vigorously 
enforced by the Association, next 
Season. 1 have noticed many 
-breaches of: tlie Law this season, 
and have heard of many more. 
“The dimensions of the field of 
play shall be: Maximum length, 130 
yards; minimum length, 100 yards: 
maximum breadth, 100 yards; mini- 
mum breadth, 50 yards.” The size 
115 yards by 75 yards is the most 
general, é 
“The field of play shall be marked 
by boundary lines. The tines at 
each end are the goal-lines, and 
the lines at the sides are the touch 
Hines. The touch lines shall be 
drawn at right angles with the goal 
lines:. A flag with a staff not less 
than 5 feet high shali'be placed at 
each corner, A half-way line shall 
be marked out across the field of 
play.. The. centre of the field of 
play shall be indicated by a suit- 
able mark, and a circle with a ten 
yards radius shall be made round 
it.” 
Plagstaffs with pointed tops 
not be used.

‘In concluding the ‘Laws of the 
Game,” I trust great benefit has 
been derived therefrom, and that 
the result will be favourable to all 
concerned. -. 

In looking through previous 
issues of the “Soccer News,” I find 
some interesting information, and 
more on that in question will not 
be out cf place here. Twenty-six 
clubs are named as having won the 
Engiish Cup, but I can name an- 
ciher winner, in the very early 
days of the Cun, and a Seostch Club 
at that. At ome time all Clubs 
could compete for this trophy, and 
although Queen’s Park (Glasgow) 
won the Cup, it was not presented 
16 them, for many reasons. which, 
jo say tho least of it, were far from 
sporting, and Scotch clubs were de- 
barred from future competition. It 
is interesting reading, and perhaps 
I will give the story in full in next 
seascn’s issues. 

Another matter is that referring 
to the Lectures Board. and the 
statement is made that “it is a long 
time since the Referees have in- 
augurated lectures, although once 
upon a time the Referees’ Associa- 
tion used to send out representa- 
tives to give lectures at the various 
club meetings.

‘iy question on the matter of a Lec- 
tures Board, but I must say that- 
there is very little difference of 
opinion (if any)..on the “Laws of 
the Game” existing amongst 
referees, and when a _ difference 
does arise in the Association the 
debated and Referees 
stand by the decision. iH 

In another issue the Referees’ 
Association is wrongly condemned 
by the Junior Association, when in 
fact the Referees’ Association is 
a good friend to the junior .body, 
and had that body acted upon the 
recommendation of the Referees’ 
Association they, would have been 
in a rauch better position to-day. 
They have themselves to blame for 
any trouble arising out of appoint- 
ments of Referees. 

Apropos football facts and figures 
in various issues, the record crowd 
and gate at any game anywhere is 
held by “Soccer,” and the attend- 
ance was close on 150,000. Scot- 
Jand v. England at Hampden Park, 
Glasgow. I wilt quote the correct. 
figures and gate money later.
